NUREMBERG, West Germany 
(Reuter). — The leader of a banned 
West . German neo-Nazi group, 
Karl-Heinz Hoffmann, -is to be 
charged with the murder of Jewish 
publisher Shlomo Levin and his 
woman-friend last December, the 
Nuremberg chief public prosecutor 
said yesterday. 

Public prosecutor Manfred Brun- 
ner said that Hoffmann, 43,’ leader 
of the banned “Military Sports 
Group Hoffmann," had been 
questioned by police since an anest 
warrant was issued three weeks ago. 

He would be charged with the 
double murder, Brunner said. 
Under West German law, the first 
formal charge against a defendant is 
inade at the start of tbe trial. 

Brunner said that Hoffmann’s 
girlfriend, FranzUka Birkmann, 34, 
was being held on suspicion of com- 
plicity in the shooting of Levin, 66, 
and Frida Poeschke, 57, in their 
Nuremberg borne. 

A third man, a member of Hoff- 
mann's former group, was still on 
the run, the prosecutor said. 

Levin was president of tbe 
Society for German-Jewish 
Cooperation. 


Natural gas to fuel kibbutz

The Huleh Valley kibbutz of 
Gonen is to turn its gas taps on later 
this week in what wifl be the first ex- 
ploitation of Israeli natural gas for 
domestic purposes. 

The methane gas is to be burned as 
a substitute for oil in the kibbutz’ 
central boilers to provide heat, 
water and steam. The laying of the 
pipes from the adjacent gas fields 
has just been completed. 

The gas was discovered in two ex- 
perimental drillings to depths of 500 
and 700 metres carried out by the 
government oil exploration com- 
- panics. In one drilling the gas dis- 
covered was dissolved in water. 


The quantity of gas produced by 
the peat and lignite in the valley has 
yet to be estimated. But a third drill- 
ing, also close to Gonen, is now be- 
ing conducted to a depth of 2.000 
metres. 

The gas discovered so far should 
be sufficient to cover the kibbutz' 
needs for about two years. Oil com- 
pany officials expect that other set- 
tlements in the Galilee panhandle 
will also be supplied with local gas 
as a result of further drillings. 

The only gas fields so far dis- 
covered in the country are in the 
Negev near Arad and near Moshav 
Sadot in northern Sinai. The gas 
from these fields is supplied to 
heavy industry in the south.

NEW YORK. — Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin will try to 
focus his talks with President 
Ronald Reagan on the “harder 
issues” — such as the disagree- 
ment between the U.S. and 
Israel ever the AWACS deal 
and the American-supported 
Saudi peace plan for Lebanon 
— according to a source in the 
premier’s entourage. 

Begin will downplay administra- 
tion attempts to centre tbe talks on 
issues in which it is easier to reach 
declaratory agreement, such as 
U.S.-Israel strategic cooperation, 
the source said. ' 

Begin arrived on Sunday and is 
scheduled to hold bis first talks in 
Washington with Reagan tomor- 
row. 

Reagan administration officials 
recently have been over-playing the 
need to explore the possibility of 
strengthening strategic ties between 
the two countries, including the 
staging of American military exer- 
cises and the sharing of spy satellites 
data, the source said. 

Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig mentioned similar points in a 


New York Times interview published 
on Sunday. 

“As long as the Americans don’t 
offer us an o fficial security treaty, 
there is nothing exciting or even 
new in the points raised by Haig," 
said the source, who believes that 
the administration is trying to divert 
public attention from the major dis- 
agreements that have emerged 
recently between the U.S. and 
Israel. 

“However, the prime minister is 
not going to play according to the 
administration game plan. He will 
raise issues of the suspended 
deliveiy of aircraft to Israel and the 
AWACS deal hoping that the two 
countries will be able to solve our 
differences,’’ the source added. 

At the top of tbe list is tbe Saudi 
plan for peace in Lebanon. The 
source said that tbe major problem 
is not the Syrian missiles in Lebanon 
but the Saudi-American attempts to 
let the PLO “enter through the back 
door of the Lebanese peace plan" 
into genera! Middle East peace dis- 
cussions. A related problem is the 
attempt to put an end to Israeli in- 
volvement in Lebanon including the 
cooperation with Major Sa’ad Had- 
dad's Christian forces in South 
Lebanon. 


Begin arriving in Washington today 


Hoffmann and Birkmann. who 
owns a mansion where the “mili- 
tary sports group” set up its head- 
quarters in the Bavarian village of 
Ennreuth, have been in custody 
since June on suspicion of founding 
a criminal organization and plann- 
ing bomb attacks. 

Hoffmann’s neo-Nazi group, 
numbering about £00, was the 
largest such organization in West 
Germany when it was banned in 
January last year.

Begin was interviewed yesterday by 
Rabbi Alexander Schindler, the 
head of the Reform movement, for 
a special cable programme on 
Jewish affairs which win be broad- 
cast in Jewish schools. 

Begin lunched yesterday with 
former secretary of state Cyras 
Vance and his wife. Upon leaving, 
Vance refused to discuss the topics 
of his discussion with Begin. It was 
learned, however, that Vance-ex- 
pressed his view that no settlement 
could be reached in the area 
without a proper solution of the 
Palestinian problem.

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Nusseibeh blames 
army for power cuts

Anwar Nusseibeh, head of the 
Arab-owned Jerusalem District 
Electricity Company, yesterday 
launched a counterattack aqainst a 
renewed government threat to take 
over his company and blamed 
several of the recent blackouts in 
Jerusalem on iriggeT-happy Israeli 
soldiers. 

He said several of the power 
failures were caused by the destruc- 
tion of the insulators on the com- 
pany's overhead cables within the 
Beit-El military camp, apparently 
by rifle fire. “1 can't'prove whether 
the shots were fired deliberately or 
inadvertently,*’ said Nusseibeh. a 
former Jordanian defence minister. 
“But they must have been fired by 
someone in die camp.” 

Energy Ministry sources con- 
firmed that damage had been 
caused to the insulators in or near 
the Beit-E! camp. But an IDF 
spokesman said last night that the 
firing range in the camp was far 
away from the cables. He said he 
did not believe any soldier would 
have fired outside the range. 

In criticism of Transport Minister 
Haim Corfu, who demanded that 
the government renew its takeover 
bid of the Arab company at Sun- 
day's cabinet meeting, Nusseibeh 
said: “If he wants to find an excuse 
to take us over, he should have 
picked on a more valid cause than 
the recent power failures. We are in 
no way to blame for them.” 

Several cabinet ministers, in- 
cluding Finance Minister Yoram 
Aridor, yesterday dissociated 
themselves from Corfu's proposals. 
Energy Minister Yitzhak Berman 
said he was not prepared to con- 
sider any action against the Arab 
company unless it was found to be 
responsible for the last two weeks of 
sporadic blackouts. However, 
Corfu was supported by Berman's 
predecessor, Yitzhak Moda’i. 


whose efforts to take over the Arab 
company were suspended following 
a High Court ruling in February. 

Sources in the Jerusalem 
municipality yesterday accused 
Corfu of stirring up communal ten- 
sions between the capital's Jews and 
Arabs by exploiting the issue to gain 
cheap popularity among the Arab 
company’s frustrated Jewish 
customers. Mayor Teddy Kollek 
wrote a letter to Berman calling for 
an immediate inquiry to pinpoint 
responsibility for the power cuts. 

Meanwhile, a joint team of 
engineers from the Arab company 
and the Israel Electric Corporation 
carried out a major overhaul of the 
relay settings, or fuses, at the com- 
pany's generating plant in Shu'afat 
throughout the off-peak hours of 
Sunday and last night. It was hoped 
that all the faults would be repaired 
by today. 

Nusseibeh claimed on Sunday 
that the power failures were ag- 
gravated by the lack of coordination 
between the relay settings of the 
Arab and Israeli grids, since the 
feeding point was transferred two 
weeks ago. This is blamed on the 
Israeli corporation. 

Paul Shafer, Jerusalem district 
manager of the Israel Electric Cor- 
poration, blamed the blackouts on 
the inadequate maintenance of the 
Arab company’s relay settings, 
which caused localized faults to fuse 
the entire network. He said the re- 
' cent power cuts in West Jerusalem 
had no connection with those in the 
Arab company's concession area. 

Ram Haviv, Energy Ministry 
deputy director-general responsible 
for electricity, said that the power 
failures were caused by “insuf- 
ficiently close or efficient coopera- 
tion between the two companies.” 

Close cooperation was vital, he 
said, to carry out a complex opera- 
tion like transferring a feeding point 
and increasing the maximum power 
supplied by the Israeli grid to the 
Arab company by SO per cent. 


Jerusalem court orders 
parents to transfer pupils

The Jerusalem Municipality, in a 
highly unusual move, yesterday ob- 
tained orders from the Jerusalem 
District Court forcing the parents of 
74 seventh graders from the Beit 
Hayeled Elementary School to 
transfer them to the Beit Hinuch 
Tichon junior high school. 


The Beit Hayeled parents main- 
tain: ' that 'Beit Hinuch has inade- 


quate facilities for their children. 
But municipal spokesman Rafi 
Davara yesterday said the problem 
was integration between Sephardi 
and Ashkenazi pupils, to which, he 
said, the Beit Hayeled parents — 
many from the prosperous Talbiya 
Quarter — are opposed. 

The Beit Hayeled pupils for the 
past week have been studying in 
their old school classrooms from 
which the municipality has removed 
all the furniture. Prof. Moshe Lis- 


sak, one of the parents, called the 
municipal actions “scandalous” and 
said that the parents* committee 
was seeking to determine the best 
way to counter the court orders. 

It is unclear whether, or for how 
long, the Beit Hayeled pupils wQI 
attend Beit Hinuch. 

Lissak maintains that "at least SO 
per cent of the Beit .Hayeled 
seventh graders arc of Sephardi 
background and do not come 
Talbiya at all." 

According to Lissak, a municipal 
employee telephoned the home of 
one of the parents* committee 
members Sunday night, and speak- 
ing to the son, said - that his father 
would go to jail if he (the son) did 
not go to Beit Hinuch. 

The parents' committee is due to 
meet today with city councillor 
Tamar Eshei, who is responsible for 
education in the municipality, to 
discuss the problem. 


Labour, Likud clash seen at Histadrut meet

TEL AVIV. — Alignment and 
Likud representatives will cross 
swords over the issues dividing the 
government and the Histadrut at 
the Labour federation's convention 
which opens this afternoon. The 
1.50 1 delegates will convene for the 
official opening today at Binyenei 
Ha* uma in Jerusalem, but the real 
discussions will be held tomorrow 
and on Thursday at the Mann 
auditorium in Tel Aviv. 


Overshadowing the convention is 
the realization by delegates that 
after the June 30 elections the 
Likud government is not a passing 
episode in Israeli politics but enjoys 
solid electoral support. Alignment 
leaders fear the government may 


therefore embark on bold action to 
curtail the Histadrut — a move it 
had avoided during die past four 
years. 

The Alignment, which dominates 
the Labour federation, is seeking a 
mandate from (he convention to use 
“all” its means to fight the govern- 
ment's plan for a national pension 
and health insurance. 

The Alignment claims that ex- 
perience in other countries has 
shown that compulsory arbitration 
does not settle disputes. It also 
believes workers must retain their 
freedom to strike; which its draft 
resolutions call basic to democracy. 
Moreover, assigning the settlement 
of Labour disputes to judges would 
clip the wings of the trade unions. 

Other clauses in the draft resolu- 
tions are designed to counter 


government ('moves to undermine 
Kupat Hdim and the Histadrut- 
owned pension funds which are 
. among the main sources of 
Histadrut power. . 

Secretary-general Y eroham 
Mesh el intends to use the conven- 
tion- platform to attack the govern- 
ment's economic policies.

Man held in UK for murder 
of wife who lived in Israel 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Daniel Rosenthal, an 
American citizen living in England, 
was charged in the Southampton 
Court yesterday with murdering his 
wife. Leah Rosenthal, even though 
no body has been found. Leah 
Rosenthal, a British citizen, had 
been living off and on in Israel for 
two years. 


Mrs. Rosenthal, 61, recently was 
living alone in Hegend, near 
Southampton. Police arrested her 
estranged husband a few days ago, 
claiming .they have, sufficient 
evidence to convict him of murder. 

British records show that Leah 
Rosenthal entered England- on 
November 1 last year, left for Israel 
a few months later and returned to 
England in June. 


When searching her apartment, 
the police found her diary, which 
contained the telephone numbers of 
The Jerusalem Past in Tel Aviv and 
Jerusalem. 

The Post's Tel Aviv office 
received a telephone call from the 
Southhampton police station yester- 
day afternoon, asking whether 
anyone knew anything about Leah 
Rosenthal 

Detective Chief Inspector 
George Smedley, who is conducting 
the investigation into Mrs. 
Rosenthal's alleged murder, said 
that at first the police thought that 
she might have gone to Israel, “but 
now we're quite sure he (her 
husband) murdered her." 

Under British law, a person can 
be charged and convicted of murder 
even if the body is not found. 


IDF busts big petrol-theft ring 


Several civilian oil-tanker drivers 
and two soldiers were arrested on 
suspicion of stealing millions of 
shekels worth of IDF petrol over a 
long period of time, the army 
spokesman said yesterday. 

The tanker drivers and the two 
soldiers who allegedly conspired 
with them in the theft were under 
surveillance by military police in- 
vestigators for some time. The 
military police were aided in the in- 
vestigation by the national criminal 
investigation division of the Israel 
Police.

The Communist Party newspaper 
Pravda described it as a calculated 
step towards unleashing a war of 
mass destruction, using conven- 
tional, biological and nuclear 
weapons. The official media re- 
jected statements by U.S. leaders 
that the enhanced radiation 
warhead was a defensive weapon 
and argued that it increased the risk 
of nuclear war. 

In a clear reference to the U.S., 
Brezhnev said: “To talk about 
restraint and reciprocity and at the 
same time to pursue a provocative 
policy of challenge, including- in the 
field of armaments, is to increase 
mistrust and chip away at the foun- 
dations of peace.” 

In 1978, the U.S. cancelled plans 
to produce the neutron warhead, 
partly in response to a fierce protest 
campaign in the U.S. and Western 
Europe. Soviet media reports over 
the last two months have suggested 


that Moscow hopes the present 
anti -neutron campaign in several 
NATO countries will have the same 
effect. 

U.S. officials have argued that 
NATO needs the neutron weapon 
to counterbalance a vast Soviet 
superiority in tanks. 

Moscow has described it as the 
“capitalist weapon” because it kills 
people through radiation but causes 
little damage to buildings, outside 
the immediate blast area. 

In Brussels yesterday, the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization ac- 
cused the Soviet Union of violating 
the spirit of East- West peace ac- 
cords by not reporting officially the 
number of troops taking part in 
large-scale military maneuvers, 
which began near the Polish border 
last week. 

A NATO spokesman said, “The 
failure of the Soviet Union to 
provide the number of participating 
forces raises serious concern.” 


Five die in Lebanon clashes 


B El RUT. — Clashes between rival 
leftist Moslem militias in the 
northern port city of Tripoli left five 
persons dead, Lebanese newspapers 
reported yesterday. 

The independent newspaper An- 
Nahar said the Tripoli clashes, 
which lasted all day Sunday, were 
between the pro-Soviet Democratic 
Party and a group calling itself the 
"Popular Resistance Front.” The 
two factions were embroiled ‘in 
street battles early in August when 
.17 persons were killed in Tripoli. 

An-Nahar said Sunday's fighting 
erupted after members of the 
Popular Resistance Front attacked 
the residence of Democratic Party 
leader A!i Eid, triggering a shootout 
which later spread to other parts of 
the city. 

The paper also said that steps 
were being taken to ensure 
implementation of the September 4 
resolutions by the Arab League 
Follow-Up Committee on Lebanon. 
The communique issued at the end 
of the committee's meeting said a 
ban would be imposed on illegal 
entry of arms for private armies 
operating in Lebanon and all cross- 
ing points between Christian East 
Beirut and Moslem West Beirut 
would be opened within the next 
few days. 

Meanwhile, Guy de Commines, a 
special envoy of French President 


Francois Mitterrand, flew to Beirut 
yesterday to be briefed about Fri- 
day's killing of France’s ambassador 
to Lebanon, Louis Delamare, of- 
ficials said. 


So far security sources say they 
have made little progress in un- 
covering the reasons or those 
reponsible for the assassination.

Libyan report claims 
revolt in Khartoum 


LONDON (AP). — A state of 
emergency was declared in the 
Sudanese capital of Khartoum 
yesterday, the Libyan news agency 
JANA reported. 

In a dispatch from Khartoum, 
monitored in London, JANA 
reported that tanks were bar- 
ricading all approaches to the 
capital, guards mounted on bridges 
and waterways and road blocks 
flung up around the military head- 
quarters and interior ministry. 

JANA indicated, that the 
emergency was declared following a 
military insurrection against the ad- 
ministration of President Jaafar 
Numeiry. There were no other 
reports to confirm the Libyan story.

Court defers appeal on IDF exemptions

A Tel Aviv lawyer who asked the 
High Court of Justice xo invalidate 
the new rules on exemption from 
army service for Tara teachers and 
students was rapped over the 
knuckles yesterday for not having 
done his homework. 

The High Court gave Yehuda 
Roesler two months to submit his 
detailed arguments in writing, and 
criticized Roesler for not having ob- 
tained the precise text of the section 
in the coalition agreement, relevant 
.to the exemptions. 

The three justices told Roesler 
that he had failed thus far to prove 
any real connection, between the 
periods of time he personally served 
in the IDF reserves, and the exemp- 
tions granted to Tora students and 
teachers, and newly-religious 
( ba’alei teshuva). 

Roesler wrote in his petition that 
the exemptions promised Agudat 
Yisrael were illegal, since the law 
permits the minister of defence to 
grant exemptions only on grounds 
of national security. He wrote that 
military service is an obligation 


which falls equally on all citizens, 
both men and women, regardless of 
their religious beliefs. 

Roesler wrote that he had 
standing in the petition as a private 
individual, since he would serve less 
in the reserves if those exempted 
under the coalition agreement were 
to do their full reserve duty. On 
public grounds, he wrote, the 
burden of military service must be 
distributed fairly in a democratic 
society, and without discrimination. 

Roesler submitted the High 
Court an affidavit, signed by Aluf 
(res.) Avrahaxn Adan, in which 
Adan wrote that to the best of his 
belief, the caO-up ’of all yeshiva stu- 
dents, according to the IDFs ac- 
cepted criteria, would inevitably 
shorten the periods of reserve ser- 
vice for other citizens. 

Justice Yitzhak Kahan com- 
mented that Adan's affidavit 
centred on a question of belief and 
no more. If it was a matter of belief, 
Kahan said, the belief of a yeshiva 
student was worth just as much as 
the belief of Aluf Adan. 

Justice Dov Levin commented 
that Adan had never served as the 


head of the IDF manpower branch, 
so his expertise on the allocation of 
manpower to reserve service was 
doubtful. 

Levin said that if yeshiva students 
were' called op, most of them would 
serve in the IDF chaplaincy corps. 
This would not affect the reserve 
service of soldiers in other units. 
Levin said the period of duty done 
by a reservist depended on his 
specific function in die IDF, and 
not on the overall number of reser- 
vists available. 

The new concessions granted 
after the June 30 elections to 
Agudat Israel, concerning reserve 
service deferments and exemptions, 
were not spelled out in the original 
coalition agreement, but m a letter 
which Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon sent later to the Aguda 
Knesset faction. Sharon wrote to 
the Aguda that by virtue of the 
authority vested in him as defence 
minister, he made the following un- 
dertakings among others:

Weiss was arrested 10 days ago 
during -the probe into allegations 
that Ganei Tikva in 1979 transferred 
funds to dozens of religious institu- 
tions — most of them in other towns 
and with no connection to Ganei 
Tikva — which were not included 
on the Interior Ministry's fist of 
qualifying institutions.* 

Sources close to the investigation 
say that two of those institutions 
were discovered to be identical — 
and to have dosed down in 1978, 
long before they got the funds. The 
funds totalled IS 150.000 for both. 
Another institution, in Petah Tikva, 
received funds for "construction 
work” which was never carried oat. 
Furniture purchased for some IS20- 
0,000, and IS130,000 worth of food 
bought by and ostensibly for the' 
Ganei Tikva council, was found- to 
have been transferred to Bdz in- 
stitutions. 

The total of the grants exceeded 
the Ganei Tikva budget by IS60- 
0,000, causing a deficit which m 
time was covered by the Interior 
Ministry, it has been learned. 

Police are also investigating plans 
to build a country club — for 
religious people only — in Ganei 
Tikva, with the use of public funds. 
A group of "private” investors in 


the planned country club were all 
found to belong to the National 
. Religious Party and other religious 
. factions, sources sa d. 

Much of the data being used by 
the police In their probe was passed 
On to them by the Volunteers Front, 
an apolitical group of economists, 
. lawyers, accountants and other 
professionals dedicated to fight cor- 
ruption, group member Boaz Moav 
said yesterday. 

Moav said that the police ar- 
rested Weiss only after his group 
leaked to the press some of the 
reports from the Afarsek file about 
irregularities in the Ganei Tikva 
council. 

"Whenever we see that the police 
are avoiding investigation of infor- 
mation we know is in the Afarsek 
file, we shall publish what we know 
and thus spur an official inquiry," 
Moav said. 

He said that the investigation into 
the Afarsek File might be stifled 
from die top, as it was when Shafir 
was dismissed, because it involves 
high-placed public and political 
figures. He said it was intolerable 
that Burg serves as both interior 
minister and police minister, a posi- 
tion which can be used to hamper 
the police inquiry into Interior 
Ministry affairs. 

Moav also charged the state com- 
ptroller with' refraining from in- 
vestigating institutions which 
receive government grants, as re- 
quired by Jaw. Under the new coali- 
tion agreement government 
ministries transfer ISTOOm. a year to 
various institutions under the super- 
vision of the state comptroller, who 
to this day has never looked into 
these institutions, Moav said.

Man shoots assailants

— The owner of a 
Jaffa metal painting factory was at- 
tacked by thngs on Sunday evening, 
but managed to defend himself by 
firing a pistol at bis attackers and 
wounding two of them. He and two 
of the alleged assailants were 
hospitalized and six other suspected 
attackers were arrested. 

According to the factory owner, 
about 10 young men came to his 
factory and complained that its 
operation after 4 p.m. was disturb- 
ing the. neighbourhood. They 
demanded that he close the plant in 
the evenings. 

The owner said that the young 
men began to beat him. He drew his 
licensed pistol but when this failed 
to deter his assailants, he fired 
several shots at their legs, wounding 
two. Police took the wounded to 
hospital and arrested the other 
suspects.

New five-shekel coin to make debut

A five-bhekei copper coin will go 
into circulation on Thursday, 
gradually replacing the five-shekel 
note bearing the likeness of Chaim 
Weizmann. The coin will be the first 
one to have the name of the cur- 
rency ("sheqalim”) appearing in 
Latin characters. 

The Latin characters were added, 
the Bank of Israel said, to prevent 
confusion between coins in lirot and 
those in shekels. The bank also said 
that the coin was the first to be 
minted in France, which offered the 
best terms for the job. 

There are now about 8 million 
five-shekel notes in circulation, and 
more will be added until enough of 
the new coins are available. The 
changeover means a considerable 


saving, since it costs 75 egorot to 
print the note and only 30 agorot for 
the coin. The note lasts about six 
months, while the coin can isst 20 
years — unless inflation makes it 
obsolete. 

The face of the coin shows twin 
horns of plenty bound together, a 
stylized version cf a motif that ap- 
peared on Jewish coins during the 
reign of John Hyrcanus 1 in 128 
BCE. The obverse shows the 
denomination, five shekels, printed 
between tw o stars, a motif copied 
from coins minted during the reign 
of Alexander Yannai, in 103-76 
BCE. 

The coin is 24 millimetres in 
diameter, weighs 6.1 grams, and has 
milled edges. The coin is 92 per 
cent copper, 6 per cent aluminium 
and 2 per cent nickel. 


HU denies stadium to league soccer

The Hebrew University ad- 
ministration formally rejected 
yesterday a proposal that the Givat 
Ram stadium be used for league 
soccer games. 

A vote by the university's ad- 
ministrative- committee defeated the 
proposal 8-1, with four abstentions. 
Ya'acov Araon, former director- 
general of the Finance Ministry, 
was the proposal's sole supporter. 

A university source said that in 
previous cup finals played at Givat 
Ram unruly crowds caused exten- 
sive damage to plantings, fences and 
other facilities. 

The university decision came a 
day before a hearing by the District 
Planning Commission on the 
proposal to renovate the Karamon 


field for league games. More than 
1,000 residents have filed objections 
to the plan, contending that the 
stadium in the heart of a residential 
area would be an intolerable 
nuisance. 

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek, 
in a statement issued over the' 
weekend urged approval of the 
Katamon stadium. But he called for 
government aid ir. providing a long- 
term solution by helping buiid a per- 
manent stadium elsewhere in the 
city. Kollek ridiculed the conten- 
tion that he was opposed to use of 
the Givat Ram stadium because of 
the possible impact of unruly 
crowds on the nearby Israel 
Museum. He said it was the univer- 
sity — and not he — that blocked 
the proposal. 


Arab local councils delay strike action

NAZARETH. — Arab local coun- 
cils have decided to delay their 
plans to go on strike after the 
Interior Ministry approved their 
budgets. This year's allocation for 
all Arab local councils in the North, 
totals I5S05bii'dMn^&red to IS lOOra .1 
last' year ; 

The ministry’s northern represen- 
tative, Yisrael Koenig, said on Sun- 
day that the new budget includes 
about IS49m. in government grants, 
a four-fold increase over last year's 
grants. 

But a dispute has broken out 


between the Nazareth Municipality 
and the ministry over its budget. 
The new Nazareth budget is IS81m. 
as compared to IS37m., but the 
ministry rejected a request for ad- 
ditional funds for manpower. 

The municipality sought IS50m. 
for personnel, over three times 
■ more than last year. Town officials 
claim discrimination and have held 
'several protest rallies. They intend 
to go cm strike, but no date has been 
set 

Meanwhile, 50 garbage men in 
Nazareth are continuing their strike 
for the second week because they, 
haven’t received salaries in two 
months.

Rabbi stirs PLO 
controversy 

AMERICAN Jewish leader Rabbi 
Arthur Hertzberg created a minor 
furore yesterday with an interview 
published in the Beirut English- 
language weekly Monday Morning, 
in which he said the PLO would in- 
evhably become involved in Middle 
East negotiations. 

Hertzberg, who is past president 
of the American Jewish Congress 
and now heads a group called the 
.American Jewish Policy Founda- 
tion, hedged his statement by saying 
that he did cot know if it would be 
the government of Prime Minister 
Mecachem Begin that would be do- 
ing the negotiating and whether the 
£LO would be the PU3 of today. 

Hertzberg, who is a liberal, op- 
poses the growing conservative 
leanings of many American Jewish 
leaders. 

The telephone interview came 
after he returned from a summer 
visit to Israel. His statement follows 
hard on the heels of Alignment MK 
Mordechai Gar’s comment that he

would negotiate with the PLO if 
they recognized Israel, a view 
quickly disclaimed by other Align- 
ment leaders, including party 
chairman Shimon Peres. 


Army deserters get a break from the chief

Move to stop further illness on ir.oshav 


A Health Ministry team yester- 
day gave gamma globulin shots to 
160 children and six pregnant 
women on Moshav Yish’i, to pre- 
vent an outbreak of infectious 
hepatitis. Health officials thought 
this disease might spread due to the 
polluted drinking water on the 
moshav, located near Beit Shemesh. 

The number of children 
hospitalized in Jerusalem 'from 
drinking the water rose yesterday to 
18, 12 at Hadassah Hospital and six 
at Bikur Holim Hospital. The 
hospitals said that the children suf- 


fered. from stomach poisoning. 
Seven children first took sick from 
the tier on Saturday night. 

a Health Ministry lest of the 
water revealed the presence of fecal 
matter. A moshav member said 
Saturday that be believed that 
sewage had seeped into the 
moshav's water supply. 

Meanwhile the moshav residents 
have been advised to boil all drink- 
ing water. The results of further 
tests of the water will be announced 
today.

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Solidarity challenge to parliament 


GDANSK. — A draft resolution 
calling for a possible boycott of the 
Polish parliament was submitted to 
the national congress of the 
Solidarity free trade union yester- 
day. 

In Warsaw, authorities, accused 
Solidarity of turning political and 
seeking power. 

The congress resolution urged the 
parliament, or Sejm, not to adopt a 
communist version of laws on 
worker self-management until a 
national referendum about the issue 
had been held. It threatened to 
boycott the Sejm if the laws went 
through unchanged. The boycott 
would amount to a call for new elec- 
tions to the 450-mcmber assembly, 
union officials explained. 

Worker self-management has 
become a major issue in Poland, 
with the communist authorities in- 
sisting that they must retain the final 
say in key executive appointments. 

Solidarity has challenged this 
right, and its branch at the country's 
biggest steel mill in Katowice went 
ahead yesterday with a worker vote 
on a proposal to sack the plant’s 
general manager. 

For its part, the government 
published a lengthy policy docu- 


ment accusing Solidarity of reneg- 
ing on its pledges not to play 
politics. And the army daPy 
Zolnier: Wofoosci said the union was 
seeking to seize power, 

The present Sejm was elected 
before the August 19SG revolution 
and there have been repeared cJls 
for new elections with more 
democratic procedures in keeping 
with the liberal reform movement. 

The Solidarity congress began its 
third day with a heated debate on 
the future structure of the union. Its 
leader Lech Walesa argued in 
favour of a strong central authority 
and was cheered when he said: "We 
are marching into a tough battle and 
we need good generals." Radicals 
spoke out for regional autonomy in 
the union but they appeared to be in 
a minority. 

The government, in a policy 
paper designed to counter 
Solidar icy's major congress report 
on Sunday, said Poland had been 
granted more political freedom than 
ever envisaged in last year's strike 
agreements. 

But it said Solidarity hac fre- 
quently violated its statutes by stag- 
ing political strikes, ignoring the 
leading role of the Communist 


Party, paralysing the state apparatus 
lad demeaning the nation's Soviet 
Bloc alliances. 

But both government and 
Solidarity recognized that there was 
no alternative to dialogue and 
cooperation and union officials at 
the congress said this appeared be 
the prevailing opinion at the 
Gdansk congress. 

Solidarity wan a skirmish in the 
media battle, with the announce- 
ment that the authorities agreed to 
the union demand to double the cir- 
culation of the union’s national 
weekly. Sriidcmosc, to one million 
copies during the convention 
period 

At the same time, tension 
lingered in the city of Bydgoszcz, 
about 150 kilometres southwest of 
Gdan.sk, where inmates took over a 
detention centre and about 150 in- 
mates escaped on Saturday.

BELFAST (Reuter). — Another 
jailed Irish Republican Army (IRA) 
terrorist went on hunger strike in 
Northern Ireland yesterday amid in- 
creasing uncertainty over the future 
of the death fast campaign. 

John Pickering, 25, serving Kfe 
imprisonment for various offences 
including killing a man, refused 
breakfast and said he was joining 
the fasts for prison reforms on 
which 10 men have starved to death, 
British officials said. 

But developments over the 
weekend led to speculation that the 
campaign may be nearing its end. 

In the past week, two hunger 
strikers nearing death were saved 
when their families ordered doctors 
to intervene after they bad slipped 
into a coma. 

Four men have now come off 
their fasts this way, and sources 
close to relatives of the remaining 
six hunger strikers say more families 
will also act to save their sons' lives. 

In addition an IRA splinter 
group, the Irish National Liberation 


Army (IN LA), three of whose men 
have died on hunger strike, in- 
dicated it wanted an end to the 
fasts. 

In a statement, the INLA said it 
was not replacing its last member to 
starve to death, Michael Deviae, 
who died on August 20. 

The hunger strikes began on 
March 1 in pursuit of political 
prisoner status for jailed terrorists, 
but have since been directed 
towards securing specific prison 
reforms, such as the right of inmates 
to choose their own work. 

Informed sources said yesterday 
that the government was cautiously 
optimistic that the hunger strikes 
might be near an end. 

But a spokesman for the IRA's 
political wing, Sion Fein, said IRA 
prisoners would carry on their ac- 
tion until their demands were meL 

He said two more .men would 
start fasts if the two whose families 
intervened last week did not go 
back on hunger strike when they 
regained consciousness. 


‘Counter-revolutionary’ gang 
caught in Mao’s old grounds 


PEKING (Reuter). — A guerrilla 
group . called the “China Imperial 
Guards” has been captured and 
►iflund guilty of a variety “of major 
crimes, including stealing arms and 
plotting to destroy a military air- 
field. a provincial radio report said. 

The radio report from Jiangxi 
Province in southeast China said the 
“counter-revolutionary felons” 
stole guns and ammunition from a 
Chinese air force unit, conspired to 
destroy the unit’s airfield and oil 
depots, robbed banks and planned 
to escape to Hongkong. 

The report, received in Peking 


yesterday, said the group's leader 
had been found .gufl$y.^of "at- 
tempting to become an outlaw and 
the people's enemy in tfie-'tfioun- 
tams." 

The brief report gave no other 
details of the case ot how big the 
group was. 

It was in mountainous Jiangxi 
Province that Communist guerrillas, 
including Mao Tse-tung were holed, 
up for several years in the early' 
1 930s while Nationalist forces under 
Chiang Kai-shek sought to wipe 
them out.

New hunger strike begins 


TEHERAN (Reuter). — Iran's new 
prime minister yesterday appealed 
to opposition groups to ley down 
their arms as guerrillas struck in two 
major cities and killed two sup- 
porters of the government, the of- 
ficial media reported. 

Teheran newspapers also said 
that 23 people were executed on 
Sunday night. _ 

The prone minister. Ayatollah 
Mohammed Reza Mahdavi-Kani, 
said in a speech broadcast by 
Teheran radio: “We. want the op- 
position groups to lay down their 
weapons. If they seek the interests 
of their country and their own, they 
should do this." 

He also said government offices 
had been infiltrated by die oppo- 
nents of the Islamic regime and he 
pledged further purges of civil ser- 
vants. 

Violent explosions in government 
offices have killed the president, the 
prime minister and more than 70 
other leading Iranians in the past 
three mouths. ■ 

Teheran newspapers reported 
that Hojatoleslam Abolfazl Mus- 
savi, Friday prayer leader of the 
central town of Khomeini Shahr. 
was killed by two motorcyclists out- 


side Isfahan University on Sunday 
Guerrillas also killed the head of the 
Teheran. Pasteurized Milk com- 
pany, the papers said. 

The Teheran revolutionarv 
prosecutor said in a statement 
quoted by Kayfum newspaper &a t 
22 leftists were executed' in 
capital on Sunday night for armed 
rebellion .against the government 
Another man was executed Tor sex- 
ual offences.

The paper said govern mem 
forces, who feted six dead and five 
wounded, had cleared 16 villages cf 
guerrillas of the- Kurdish 
Democratic Party, the main military 
group fighting for Kurdittas's 
autonomy from Teheran.

movement briefly occupied Iran's 
consulate and police said 54 people 
‘were arrested A spokesman for the 
students told Reuters the 20 -otiQ Ute 
occupation had been peaceful. 


New Chinese flood disaster 


PEKING (Renter). — China dis- 
closed its second major flood dis- 
aster of the year yesterday, saying 
764 people have been killed and 
more than 5,000 injured in Western 
Shaanxi Province. 

In neighbouring Sichuan 
Province, floods kiBed 920 people in 
July and August, according to 
revised figures issued at the 
weekend. 

The latest calamity in Shaanxi 
started with heavy rain on August 
14. Seven rivers reached their 


highest recorded levels, the People’s ■ 
Daily said in a front-page story. 

In some areas more than 600 nnj- 
K metres of rain fell Apart from t bi - 
dead and injured, 200,000 people " 
were made homeless. A tola] of }, 26 
million people were affected in 33" 
counties and cities* the newspaper 
said. 

It added (hat. 230 villages were 
swept away and mare than 25,000 
acres (one million dunams) of land ' 
were flooded. 

Rain was reported still faffing in 
some areas.

North, said Goereda fell into rebel 
hands on Saturday after a stiff fight. 

After losing the fight for the 
capital, N’Djamena, following the 
intervention of Libyan troops in 
December, Habre withdrew his 
forces to eastern Chad near Sudan. 

Italians held in Iran 
for smuggling dollars 

BEIRUT (AP). — Customs 
authorities at Teheran’s Mehrabad 
airport have arrested two Italians on 
a charge of attempting to smuggle 
foreign currency, Teheran Radio 
reported yesterday. 

The broadcast, monitored in 
Beirut, said $238,100 were found 
concealed in the suitcases of the 
two Italians at the airport cn Sun- 
day. 

The report did "not say whether 
they, were entering or leaving 
Teheran at the time of their arrest. 

U.S. soldiers jailed for 
proselytizing in Turkey 

ANKARA (AP). — Three 
American soldiers at the NATO air 
base near the southern Turkish city 
of Adana have been jailed by 
Turkish authorities for handing out 
religious pamphlets, an American - 
Embassy source said yesterday.

- Uri First, the vice principal and 
bistory teacher, claims that several 
pupils who didn't succeed In regular 
schools and got to Sctigsberg in their 
10th and 11th year of studies, have 
adapted 'well and become excellent 
pupils.

whole person, relating not only to 
the intellect but also giving the child 
a chance to develop in other ways. 

The school also places great im- 
portance on the social and personal 
development of the pupil. Use is 
made of the research conducted at 
the Hebrew University by Prof. 
Frankenstein and others on the sub- 
jects of culturally deprived youth. 

SELIGSBERG is known for its dis- 
cipline and organization on the one 
hand, and its supportive atmosphere 
on the other. 

Janiria Bard, a former university 
lecturer and high school teacher in 
England, says- she sent her two 
daughters to the school at the 


recommendation of the Advisory 
Service for New Immigrants. Her 
daughters feel the school is special 
because of the flexibility of iu 
programme. The girls, she says, are 
somewhat ambivalent about the 
rigid discipline, but since they are 
aware of the genuine concern of the 
teachers, they wouldn't have it any 
other way. 

Their pride in the school led them 
to persuade other children from 
their elementary school in East 
Talpiot to enroll at this school 
rather than at a "high-status 
school": and the number of 
scholastically high-level pupils ap- 
plying to the school has been in- 
creasing every year. 

The teachers feel that Dina EpSr 
tem. the principal, has, for the last 
three years greatly developed die 
progressive atmosphere there.

THE ACHIEVEMENTS of the 
school's fashion department are 
well known, not only in Israel but 
also throughout America among the 
Hadassah chapters. Yearly fashion 
shows are prepared by the school’s 
fashion department and have often 
been presented overseas. 

The cloud that has now fallen 
over the Seligsberg- Brandeis School 
has had a strong effect on the staff. 
Hadassah claims it can no longer 
carry the financial burden of the 
school and is therefore forced to 
close it down. This will be done in 
stages, beginning in September, 
1982. when no new pupils will be ac- 
cepted. By 1984, the school will 
close down completely. 

There had been talk of transferr- 
ing the school to the control of the 
municipality, but the prospect of 
closing it had never been raised. 

It is through the kind of 
technological education provided at 
Seligsberg that disadvantaged 
children are rehabilitated in Israel. 
Hadassah apparently intends to use 
the money it will have when the 
school closes to enlarge the Hadas- 
sah Community College.

He 
is rot, he says, a candidate for the 
post of minister of defence but be- 
ing chief-of-staff is apparently not 
an unthought of possibility. As I 
said, sorry I missed that one. 

The radio people, on the other 
hand, should be sorrier still for not 
informing us of the Dubi Tamari 
story. Tat-Aluf Dov (Dubi) Tamari 
was promised, by the Chief-of-Staff, 
a promotion. It was eancelled at the 
last moment by order of the 
minister of defence. A relative new- 
comer was pulled in instead of 
Brigadier Tamari for the highly 
specialized job of OC Training 
Command, though Tamari is widely 
recognized as The Theoretician of 
the IDF. One of the reasons given 
by the Defence Ministry spokesman 
was that the Army (sic!) preferred 
promoting officers who had more 
experience in leading men into bat- 
tle. 

So? Tamari had his share of that. 
But perhaps he served under and 
was loyal to the wrong commanders 
— like Aluf Avraham Adan 
.'(“Bren") under whom he was second 
in command. Adan and Sharon had 
very little if anything in common. 

Question: Is Ariel Sharon sur- 
rounding himself with loyal cronies 
for the bleak years ahead and if so, 
why? Second question: Where have 
all the military correspondents 
gone? Seems to me that like old 
soldiers, they have faded away.

NEW YORK (AP). — “I dodged a 
bullet,” fourth-seeded Jimmy Con- 
nors said after barely beating back 
an upset bid by Andres Gomez of 
Ecuador and advancing to the 
fourth round of the UJS.

The citrus processing plants claim 
that they wUl not be able to pay 
more than about S60 per ton, 
depending on the fruit. The govern- 
ment will have to pay the difference 
of .540 per ton, if the farmers' de- 
mands are accepted.

U.S. scientist predicted three earthquakes 

Peru’s tourist industry hit 
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Predictions of doom and genera} 
economic gloom have dealt a severe 
blow to Peru's emerging tourist in- 
dustry. 

Officials sav the number of 
foreign visitors dropped by at least 
30 per cent in June and July, costing 
the country some $14m. in lost 
foreign currency earnings. 

Wont hit was Cuzco, a beautiful 
Andean mountain town, once the 
ancient capital of the Incas and now 
Peru's major tourist centre. 

“We were prepared for an 
average year. But we never ex- 
pected the disaster that hit us,” 
Cuzco travel agent Gladys Solar 
said. 

She and other agents blamed the 
slump on American scientist Brian 
Brady, who made headlines with a 
prediction that three major earth- 
quakes would devastate Peru this' 
year. 

The first quake, forecast for June 
28, did not happen and Dr. Brady 
has now withdrawn his prediction. 
But Peruvian officials say the 
damage has already been done. 

"Entire groups cancelled reserva- 
tions and cut Peru out of their South 


American tour,” Enrique Velarde, 
Cuzco’s director of tourism, said. 

But he said another reason for the 
slump was the economic recession 
in Western Europe and the U.S.. 
areas which provided most of the 
370,000 visitors to Peru last year. 

He also blamed guerrilla 
violence, a strike last month by 
Peru's biggest private airline, and 
the psychological effect of border 
fighting earlier this year between 
Peru and Ecuador!. 

"Some people thought we were at 
war," Velarde said. 

He said Peru’s tourist promotion 
board had mounted a strong 
counter-campaign and the 
authorities hoped business would 
pick up during August, peak month 
for European travellers. 

This year’s crisis was the first 
serious setback for Peru's tourist 
trade after a decade of steady 
growth in which the number of 
visitors tripled.

Real estate stood out with 30% gain

TE L AVIV. — Overall August was a 
good month for equities on the Tel 
Aviv Stock Exchange, though the 
rale of advance slowed considerably 
from the rapid pace of July. 

The land development and real 
estate sector stood out boldly, as 
overall its index appreciated by 
nearly 30 per cent in the month. 
Part of this gain could be traced to 
the formation of a new mutual fund 
by the Discount Bank, specializing 
in real estate securities. 

The gains by some of the real es- 
tate and land development shares 
vastly outstripped the index. The 
shares of the’ Africa-Israel com- 
pany, For instance, appreciated by 
no less than 91 per cent. Rassco was 
up 74 per cent and was closely fol- 
lowed by Neot Aviv, which gained 

73 per cent. 

During the month a spate of new 
issues were successfully launched, 
the largest being the IS223m. issue 
of IDB Development. The new 
shares represented a holding in the 


largest investment company to ,be 
registered on the exchange. They 
debuted with a premium of over 10 
per cent. 

During the month two massive 
public financing issues were an- 
nounced, designated to raise some 
lS1.2b. Bank Leumi announced a 
IS700m. issue, a record high for 
single financing. The other issue an- 
nouneed was that of Bank 
Hapoalim, intended to raise more 
than !S500m. 

As the month drew to a close 
there was much nervousness about 
the market's ability to absorb such 
massive financing issues. Trading 
conditions became highly volatile 
and during a given session it was not 
uncommon to see scores cf shares 
fluctuate by 10 per cent or more in 
either direction. However, as the 
time Tor the two issues drew closer, 
it became apparent there would be 
no problem in placing them and 
market conditions began to 
improve.

Construction under way 
on giant Haifa project

HATFA. — Construction has 
started on the S40m. Panorama pro- 
ject on the central Carmel, the 
largest building project in the city. 

Upon its completion in four 
years, the complex will comprise a 
20-storey hotel, a 22-storey apart- 
ment building and a 5.000-square- 
metre enclosed shopping centre. 

The project, initiated by busines- 
sman Yekutiel Federmann, who 
bought the 14-dunam site 21 years 
ago, is being financed 50 per cent by 
the - Fede rman n group of 
enterprises, and 25 per cent each by 
Solel Boneh and the Unico invest- 
ment company. 

At a- press conference at the Dan 
Carmel yesterday, the partners said 
the apartment tower will have 88 
luxury flats of 150 sq.m, at an 
average cost of S220.000 each. The 
hotel tower will contain a 280-room 
four-star hotel to be pan of the Dan 


chain, and the shopping centre will 
include 40 stores. 

The whole project, which will in- 
clude pedestrian walkways and 
covered passages, will be fully air- 
conditioned and centrally managed 
and serviced. It will cover 1 1 
dunams, including 60,000 sq.m, of 
floor space, a swimming pool and a 
park. The overall design was 
prepared by Prof. Shlomo Gilead. 

The partners said that the de- 
mand for the flats and stores is en- . 
cou raging and no difficulties in sell- 
ing them are expected. The project 
will give a big boost to Haifa's 
tourism and raise the standard of 
shopping to an international level. 

Speakers at the press conference 
included Yekutiel, Shmuel and 
Michael Federmann, Yosef 
Steinman of Solel Boneh and Rina 
Baum of Unico. 

A cornerstone-laying ceremony 
will be held on the site next Sunday 
after the foundation has been 
poured. 


per cent during the month. The

their way into the share market. 
This would also explain the vast 
sums of money which became 
available for the new issues. 

The shekel was devalued by 5 per 
cent in terms of the dollar last 
month, and even less when com- 
pared with the foreign currency 
basket. However, in the course of 
the first week of September, the 
shekel was revalued by just under 1 
per cent, and this could be a dear 
indication that the Treasury is plan- 
ning to slow down the rate of 
devaluation. 

Interestingly enough, dollar 
linked debentures enjoyed a good 
month, as they reflected gains of 
just under 12 per cent, on the 
average. 

Israeli shares traded on U.S. ex- 
changes showed some price 
softness. This could be primarily 
because of the weakness of the 
American stock markets, rather 
than a reflection on the perfor- 
mance of the Israeli companies.

Sardine fishermen want 
to pull in nets — for good

HAIFA. — The Fishermen’s Union 
has appealed to the government to 
buy the boats of the sardine fishing 
fleet, and thus enable the fishermen 
to find a better livelihood. 

“Between the government's im- 
port policies and the cruel sea, the 
men can no longer make a living 
from their trade," Union secretary 
Itamar Katz told 77u? Jerusalem Post 
on Friday. 

He noted that because the 
government permits the canning in- 
dustry to import almost unlimited 
quantities of sardines, they did not 
need the local catches. Local 
fishermen have be&n forced, since 
the season started a fortnight ago, to 
put over 10 tons of sardines into 
cold storage, at a cost of IS300 to 
IS400 per ton a month. Extended 
cold storage reduces the quality of 
the fish, and in the meantime, the 
fishermen have no income. 

Katz said that as late as June, a 
large quantity of sardines had been 


"imported by the canning industry, 
and the canners then refused to 
commit themselves to buying up all 
local catches, as had been 
customary in the past. 

This year the fishermen want 
IS7.200 per ton for the sardines, 
compared to IS3.300 last year, arise 
which exactly reflects the rise in the 
consumer price index. “But in- 
dustry doesn’t even talk to us. and 
our appeals to the Agriculture 
Ministry have borne no fruit," Katz 
said. 

In addition to the government 
policies, the men must also contend 
with the sea, which often fails to 
yield any sardines for months on 
end. u We are. ready to take on 
nature, but with the government on 
our backs as well, it’s too much," he 
said. 

The union feels that the best solu- 
tion would be for the government to 
officially shut down the sardine 
fisheries, and buy the boats to give 
the men some financial breathing 
space to seek other ways to earn a 
living — on land. 


Weaker firms pay 15 to 20 per cent 

The ‘cost of money’ can be 
crucial to a firm’s existence

TEL AVIV. — The "cost of money” 
— the amount of interest which has 
to be paid on loans, is two to four 
rOKife's higher toda'y thaii it was a few 
years ago. . “If three, .of four years 
' ago, the “cost of money" was only 4 
to 5 per cent of an industrial firm's 
total production costs, today it has 
risen to 8 to 10 per cent. This is in a 
successful firm, but the amount is 1 5 
to 20 per cent in a not-so-successful 
plant," a senior executive in a large 
holding company, which owns the 
controlling shares in several score 
industrial plants told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday. 

He preferred not to reveal his 
name, or the holding company 
employing him, saying that his 
findings were representive of all 
such holding companies, including 
Koor, Clal, and Discount Invest- 
ments. 

In an average company, he said, 
the costs of production a few years 
ago were roughly as follows: — raw 
materials, 34 per cent; labour, 20 
per cent; machinery and power, 15 
per cent; administration, 10 per 
cent; cost of money, 4 or 5 per cent; 
depreciation 3 or 4 per cent. The 
rest went for taxes, or constituted 
profits. 


6% devaluation needed now 
to help hard-hit exporters

TEL AVIV. — The shekel must be 
devalued by at least 6 per cent im- 
mediately if the profitability of 
Israeli industrial exports (excluding 
diamonds) is to be m aintain ed at the 
1980 level, according to a report 
prepared by Arnon Tiberg, deputy 
director-general, (finance) of the 
Manufacturers Association. This 
devaluation, which is needed now to 
help industries continue exporting is 
only a. first step towards rectifying 
the situation facing exporters, 
Tiberg said. - 

The gap between the dollar and 
the European currencies is steadily 
increasing. Many industrialists buy 
raw materials in costly dollars and 
then sell their goods to their existing 
markets in Europe and afe paid in 
cheaper European currencies. 
Thus, not only must the shekel be 
devalued by at least 6 per cent, but 
additional provisions must be made 
to compensate those factories 
whose main export markets are in 


Europe. 

For example, since the beginning 
of 1981, the shekel has been 
devalued in relation to the dollar by 
54.7 per cent, in relation to the 
French franc by only 23.4 percent; 
and in relation to the German mark 
by only 27.3 per cent. This gap 
between the devaluation of the dol- 
lar and the .European currencies 
must also be dosed. 

Another factor cutting sharply 
into profitability is the fact that the 
real cost of labour is rising faster 
than the index. 

"Even if steps are taken to 
devalue the shekel sufficiently both 
in regard to the dollar, and to 
provide extra compensation for the 
European currencies, this will only 
reinstate the situation existing lest 
year. It will not provide that ad- 
ditional income nekled to cover the 
higher cost of labour," Tiberg said. 

Tiberg also pointed out that the 
restrictions on the volumes of 
directed and free credits, plus the 
higher interest rates, are playing 
havoc with exports.

York. The latter has been profitable 
almost from the beginning. The 
New York banking entity has two* 
branches and' its most recent finan- 
cial report showed a S250m. balance 
sheet total. .

The only way to feed the world's hungry is to improve agricultural 
productivity. Shrewdly gambling on this assumption. DSW 
managing-director - ARYEH SHAHAR expanded potash 
production in the face of slumping prices'. DAVID KRIVINE tells 
how this unusual business approach paid off.

Shahar reacted like a good 
. general; he went on producing, 
never mind whether there were 
customers. It wanted a great deal of 
nerve to pile up thousands, and lens ' 
of thousands, and then hundreds of. : 
thousands of tons of unsold potash, . 
encumbering the ground with his 
celebrated “hills." 

He explains: “Makleff, at the 
time chairman of DSW and bead of 
its. parent company. Israel 
Chemicals, backed me. We sold it 
all in the end," and at improved 
prices, as we shall see. 

The- company is positive in its 
thinking. When prices are low in the 
world market,. EK5W does not run to 
the authorities,- pleading for aid or 
subsidies. It takes the long-term 
view, which mrahs: cut costs. This 
necessitates expanding production, 
so, production is expanded. 

A two-stage plan was adopted. 
Stage One is now completed, with 
$70rh. invested to raise output by 

450.000 tons, from 1.2m. to 1. 65m.' 
That is an increase of almost 40 per 
cent. The number of extra workers 
needed was 55, or five per cent. This 
heightened productivity translates ' 
into lower costs per ton of output. 

The practice of stepping up 
production regardless of the sales 
figures must undoubtedly sharpen 
the wits of the sales teams. But 
more important, it*leads to a sur- 
prising stability in the company's 
performance. The year 1978/79 was 
marred by a Severe pay dispute 
which led to a two month’s strike at 
the Sdom plant, baiting production 
for what amounted to a sixth of the 
year. • 

That should have reduced output 
by 17 per cent; but productivity had 
gone up by 7 per cent so output fell 
by only 9 per cent. Moreover there 
. was still the reserve of unsold stock, 
which was now put on stream. Sales 
in the previous* year had been 

1.248.000 tons. Sales in the strike- 
ridden twelve months of 1978/79 at- 
tained 1,217,000 tons, a decline of 



have loanee money either unless the 
prospects had been lucrative. 

Without profits, the company 
could not hare ridden out the fluc- 
tuations as it did. The continued 
mining of non-sal eable material for 
stacking in the "hills” meant 
spending money on production 
without any revenue to cover the 
outlay. The expenditure had to be 
financed out of company reserves. 

This apparent profligacy turned 
out to be an excellent placement. 
During the following years when the 
market recovered, the company was 
able to dispose of all its output, plus 
the stock it had accumulated, at 
prices 40-80 per cent higher in dol- 
lar terms than those prevailing in 
1975. 

“High productivity makes us 
proof against recessions,” Shahar 
explains. “They may reduce our 
profits, but they don't eliminate 
them.” Nor do they arrest the ex- 
pansion programme. Export sales 
rose from 532.6m. in 1971 to 
$136m., in 1980, a fourfold increase 
in nine years. At constant prices, 
earnings have more than doubled.

Growth is a healthy process, 
Shahar believes. It renovates 
depreciated equipment, renovates 
dated processes. It absorbs the 
various inefficiencies that have 
crept in. If too many workers are 
left over from a previous phase of 
development, they are utilized in 
the next phase. 

Growth is made possible by 
profits. Profits are the motive force 
in every business enterprise, 
whether it be a state company, a 
Histadrut company or a private 
company. "A profitable concern is 
like 2 healthy man. with blood flow- 
ing through his veins.” 

The profit-seeking process works 
if all elements get their share. "Our 
surplus is split four ways: between : 
the income tax, the shareholders, 
the workers, and the reserves for ! 
growth.” The workers did not eat 
up all the company's gains. Indeed a 
court has just rejected their daim 
for wages during the shutdown 
three years ago. 

As a result DSW is competitive, 
and the personnel benefit 
therefrom.

Laker raises air fares 


Laker Airways, the British cut- 
fare airline run by Sir Freddie 
Laker, announced yesterday that its 
Skytrain fares on trans-Atlantic 
routes will go up by 10 to 14 per 
cent on Friday. 

Laker, who currently is seeking to 
reschedule over S300m. in loans but 
denies this means his airline is in 
serious financial trouble, blamed his 
problems on the strength of the dol- 
lar against the pound. 

About two-thirds of Lhe airline's 
revenue is in sterling, but its debts 
and fuel bills are largely in dollars. 
A year ago one pound bought 52.41. 
Currently it bu>s only $1.84. 

Amid general world recession, 
there is fierce competition among 
airlines for passengers on trans- 
Atlantic routes, which are among 
the most profitable in the world. 
This has kept fares down. There was 
no immediate reaction to the Laker 
increase from his rivals. 

Laker Airways said fares will be 


going up for travellers in both direc- 
tions. paying in pounds or dollars. It 
gave the following examples of the 
increases: 

The "Same day walk-on" fare 
from London to New York will go 
up from £109 to £124 (S201 to 5225) 
in the current peak season of July 1 - 
Sept. 15. 

From New York to London, the 
fare will go up from SZ? ' * ? S272. al- 
lowing for currency fi..::jatic ns. 

In the “middle sensor.*” of Sept. 
I6-Oct. 31. Dec. 11 -Dec. 24, and 
April I-June 30. the London to New 
York fare goes up from £99 to £113 
(SI 82 to $208). 

From New York, this fare in- 
creases from S219 to 5250. 

In the low seasons of Nov. 1-Dec. 
10 and Dec. 25-March 31, the cost 
of Skytrain from London goes up 
from £79 to £90 pounds (5145 to 
5166). 

From New York, it will be 5204, 
up from $179. 


UK trade unions lose members 


(This is the third in a series of articles 
on productive enterprises in the public 
sector.) 


BLACKPOOL (AP). - British 
trade union membership has fallen 
sharply for the first lime in half a 
century because of soaring un- 
employment "deliberately" created 
by_ lhe, .Conservative goveritfnent.

MOSCOW (UPI). — Soviet 
authorities yesterday called for a 
harsh crackdown on the widespread 
bootlegging of petrol from state- 
owned vehicles for private use.

“The unknown wastes of fuel are 
big,” the article said. “Petrol (for 
state vehicles) is flowing into the 
tanks of private cars." 

■ It is a commonplace occurrence 
in the' Soviet Union for drivers of 
state trucks and automobiles to buy 
a day”s worth of petrol with 
coupons issued by his enterprise, 
then resell the petrol at inflated 
prices by siphoning it into private 
cars.

Zemach yishai named

The cabinet on Sunday appointed 
Zemach Yishai as water commis- 
sioner.

This post, 
which had hot yet been filled, was 
created under the Protection of 
Privacy Law, passed by the Knesset 
earlier in the year. The registrarhas 
responsibility under the law for col- 
lections of personal data assembled 
by a variety of state institutions.

A group of American Jewish in- 
vestors. headed by community 
leaders Philip Klutznick and Abe 
Fine b«vg, was yesterday ordered to 
pay more than 56m. to German 
Jewish businessman David Taic in a 
suit concerning the Jerusalem 
Hilton Hotel.

The German millionaire 
also owns the Moriah and Palace 
Hotels in Tel Aviv and 40 per cent 
of the Tel Aviv Hilton. 

A spokesman for the Jerusalem 
Hilton said that since the hotel is 
part of the Hilton International 
chain by a management agreement, 
the decision would make no dif- 
ference in the hotel's day-to-day 
running.

A GREAT DEAL has been written 
lately about how the PLO has 
managed lo survive — and thrive — 
in the face of enormous odds.

A stadium for the capital postscripts 


THE RESIDENTS of Jerusalem's old Katamon quarter ought to 
have no difficult} in adducing arguments before the Regional Plan- 
ning Committee today to show why putting the municipal football 
M.'.dium in their area would be a grievous mistake. Indeed it is hard to 
think of an> rational argument to support this infelicitous scheme. 

The Ministry of Health has already determined that the stadium in 
Katamon (on the site of the old "Hapoel" field) would be an 
ecological disaster. Transportation experts also oppose the idea, on 
the grounds of totally inadequate infrastructure, access roads and 
parking space in the vicinity. 

It is not necessary to be an urban planning expert to see the sense 
of these objections. Old Katamon is a quiet, densely populated quar- 
ter of the capita! which was scarcely able to accommodate the 
crowds and cars that used to attend the fortnightly “Hapoel'' games 
at the local field. Now. under the municipality’s well-meaning but 
misplaced stadium scheme, the crowds and cars will be tripled and 
quadrupled, and their visitations will be weekly, since both of the 
capital's soccer teams, “Hapoel" and “Betar," are to use the 
proposed facility. 

The long-suffering residents near “Beiar's" YMCA field would be 
relieved at last. But their relief, a worthy end in itself, would be 
achieved by blighting Katamon. 

For there can be no gainsaying the evidence from cities around the 
world: sports stadiums in residential areas turn those areas into 
slums. Nor is there any evidence that Israel football crowds behave 
differently from football crowds in London . or Munich, or Milan. 

The stadium scheme was pushed through the town council with a 
small majority by Mayor Teddy Koilek. The mayor claims to have 
the interests of sports fans at heart. But so do many opponents of the 
Katamon scheme (including all but one of the Likud town coun- 
cillors) who advocate an altogether more reasonable solution to the 
city's sporting needs: the Hebrew University stadium. 

This handsome, hardly-used facility stands idle every Saturday 
(save for a handful of cricket or .rugby enthusiasts who sometimes 
play on it. unwatched). The broad roads leading to it, and the 
spacious car parks of the government ministries nearby, are unused 
and vacant too. 

The cost of adapting the university stadium for Jerusalem’s needs 
would be minute compared to the 15200m. it would cost lo build the 
Katamon stadium. Play there could begin virtually at once, this very 
season — not two years hence as is planned for Katamon, 

Also, the number of people living close by is infinitesimal com- 
pared to the tens of thousands of Jerusalemites who live near the 
Katamon site. 

The university is opposed to the idea of hiring its stadium to the 
soccer clubs. But things are moving at Givat Ram: in particular, 
much of the university itself rs moving away, lo Ml. Scopus. The 
sports stadium, never fully exploited, is becoming more and more of a 
white elephant. 

Moreover, when it was built in the fifties, the stadium was 
specifically earmarked for national and local use — not solely for stu- 
dent sportsmen. 

As a public body keenly aware of the limitations of the public 
purse, the Hebrew University could surely not oppose a solution that 
would mean a saving of many millions — and the saving of a 
delightful part of the city — while at the same time providing 
L-i\-i!i/.ed and convenient spectating facilities for the capital's sports 
fans. 

The only expedient, equitable and practical solution is lo have 
league soccer at the university stadium. This could be an immediately 
operative interim arrangement while the mayor, freed from the 
pressures of the fans, continues the search for a suitable site for a 
'-ports centre lo fit the capital.
